WHEN TO CUT TAXES? 


Little by little, nearly everyone is coming into agreement 
that U. S. taxes are too high and mutt be cut. The argument 
now is centering on the question of “ when)'* 
In his recent address, even President Truman, who ha* 
been the bitterest foe of any plan to reduce the spending of 
public money at Washington, began climbing aboard; he hinted 
that he will agree to cut taxes-—-sometime in the future. 
Of course, this leaves him still far apart from the Repub­ 
licans in Congress. They want to cut taxes now. 
What the President said is worth repeating: 
“ When we are over the bump of inflation, tax reduc* 
lion will be feasible and proper.** 
This leaves the matter of “ when" very much up in the air. 
No one knows too much about inflation, at best; and what they 
know the very least about it when it will be over— when its 
“ hump** will be passed. As a matter of fact, few inflationary
